A protest agatnst commercializa- 
tion of the Santa Cruz Ave.-Vine 
St. intersection was received by the 
City Council Tuesday night, and the 
Council emphasized that the city 
has not even considered the propo- 
sal and won’t until the matter comes 
before the Council! officially. 


Jack de Bell, owner of the Ma- 
loney land between Lemon Ave. 
and Vine St., is in the process of 
subdividing his property and has 
approached the council unofficial- 
ly on commercializing two lots. 


The protestant was Francis A. 
Constable, who lives at Menlo and 
Santa Cruz Aves. and owns land on 
both sides of Santa Cruz. He said 
he plans to build a home on a hill 
overlooking the proposed site of a 
grocery store. 


Councilmen told him that a pub- 
lic hearing on the rezoning would 
be held and that if neighbors pro- 
tested too much, the matter would 
be dropped. 


They also pointed out that such 
commercial buildings would have to 
be “studio type,” rather than the 
square, box-type store, and the 
architectural design of the store 
would have to be approved by the 
city. 

The council emphasized, how- 

ever, that it will reserve judge- 
ment, one way or the other, until 
the matter becomes official. 
* Commissioner Wallace Brown in- 
dicated that he is opposed to a 
neighborhood commercial zone 
there, saying that it would spoil the 
residential atmosphere. 

Constable pointed out that negh- 
borhood stores are located on Ala- 
meda de las Pulgas, three blocks 
away.
